The bond of Paul Rainwater, under in- 
dictment for murder, having killed Frank 
M. Slappey, on February 23d, was yester- 
day afternoon increased from $00 to $3,000 
by Judge Lumpkin, of the superior court. 

This was done after a hearing of the 
main facts in the case, which was held 
for the purpose of enabling Judge Lump- 
kin to determine the proper amount of 
the bail. The evidence yesterday after- 
noon was much the same as that intro- 
duced in the justice court when the de- 
fendant was bound over on the charge 
of manslaughter. 

In the hearing yesterday, as in the 
trial in the justice court, the defense did 
not being out several material features 
of its side of case, the attorneys 
desiring to reserve them for the final 
hearing. This course was adopted in or- 
der tto prevent the prosecution from 
learning of these features, which would 
afford opportunity for an endeavor to 
prove them false. 

Paul Rainwater was accompanied by 
his father and sister yesterday afternoon. 
He was dressed in knee trousers, and 
made a splendid impression on the spe€c- 
taiors in tthe courtroom. He, told his 
story in a straightforward, intelligent 
manner to Judge Lumpkin, going into 
the details of the unfortunate affair. The 
Story was the same that he has told sev- 
eral times on previous occasions. 

Solicitor Charley Hill and Judge Robert 
L. Rodgers appeared for the state yester- 
day, and Westmoreland Brothers repre- 
sented the Wefense. The hearing was 
made necessary by the action of the grand 
jury. 

Grand Jury Had Indicted. 

When young Rainwater was ‘bound over 
from the justice court on the charge of 
manslaughter it was thought that he 
would go to trial on that charge. When 
the grand jury, however, ind@#ed him for 
murder it was necessary for the court to 
take some action, as $500 was thought to 
be too small a@ bond for the charge. The 
hearing yesterday was therefore held 
with the result that the amount of the 
bond was increased to $3,600. 

The bond was signed by J. C. Rose, 
Thomas H. Northen, A. CC. Minhinnett 
and A. L. Rainwater, the fast being the 
father of the accused. 

Paul Rainwater re-entered Edgewood 
avenue school Monday, taking his former 
seat among the pupils of the eighth 
grade, He is said to be a bright pupil 
and was heartily welcomed by his class- 
mates and teachers.
